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McGill Hurdles Blues to Lead League 




Toronto, October 15.— Greeted by 
a blazing sun, 18,000 spectators and 
the combined music of both bands 
who were marching up the field, 
the Redmen were the first to ap- 
pear, followed soon after by the 
Blue Boys. The McGill team was 
given a great ovation by the McGill 
supporters as they went through 
- their warm-up, while 6,000 Varsity 
students gave vent to their college 
yell as Varsity limbered up their 
legs.

From the start it was soon appa- 
rent that McGill's most potent 
weapon was the educated toe of 
Westman, who was to display the 
most effective kicking McGill has 
been endowed with in recent years. 
Flaying a cautious game and de- 
pending almost entirely on West- 
man's ability, the Redmen took 
very few chances of losing the ball 
on fumbles. Having only five first 
downs to Varsity's fifteen, and at- 
tempting only three forwards to the 
losers' six, the Redmen kept en- 
tirely on the defensive except for a 
few dangerous thrusts in the second 
half, one by Perowne which led to 
McGill's touchdown.

Perowne raced 42 yards on a 
cross-play around left end only to 
be brought down on Varsity's two- 
yard line. The fleet quarter actu- 
ally fell over the line on the tackle 
but play was brought back. Telford 
went over on the first plunge. 
Andy Anton was stopped cold on 
every charge until the last quarter, 
when he tore 15 "yards directly 
through the Varsity line. The only 
McGill forward completed was a 
Westman-to-Hall combination for a 
nine-yard gain in the first quarter.

The consistent kicking of West- 
man was phenomenal. Seldom did 
a spiral fall short of 60 yards and 
several of his end-to-end hoists 
were good for a great many more. 
One kick from McGill's 25-yard line 
sailed over the Varsity's' safety's 
head and was recovered only on the 
one-yard line. Westman was also a 
spear in the Toronto side defen- 
sively as well, breaking up several 
forward pass plays and intercepting 
two of them. He was without doubt 
the individual star of the game, al- 
though every McGill man played 
heads-up football, with the deadly 
tackling of the outsides and espe- 
cially Chip Drury standing out.

MCGILL GRADS 
HEAR DOUGLAS 
AT ROYAL YORK 

Principal Emphasizes Faults of 
Specialized Knowledge 

. 200 ALUMNI PRESENT 



Prof, du Roure, Doug Kerr 
and Lou Ruschin 
Speak

Toronto, October 17. — One of 
the greatest problems confront- 
ing the university is the inte- 
gration of the social sciences, L. 
W. Douglas, Principal of McGill 
University, stressed before a 
meeting of McGill graduates 
here on Saturday night. "Per- 
haps, indeed, in a certain sense, 
it is more important that they 
be co-ordinated than the physi- 
cal disciplines," he declared. 

Some two hundred members of 
the Toronto branch of the McGill 
Graduates' Society heard the Prin- 
cipal and other speakers when they 
gathered for their annual banquet- 
meeting in the Royal York Hotel. 
Celebrating McGill's victory over 
Varsity, they feted the football 
team, sang, and cheered. Stories of 
former days at McGill were re- 
vived as the "old boys" compared 
the University of "then and now." 

Among others who' addressed ' the 
gathering were Professor du Roure, 
of the French Department at Mc- 
Gill, Doug Kerr, coach of the foot- 
ball team, and Lou Ruschin, cap- 
tain of the football team. 

Gym Plans Outlined 

During the course of his remarks, 
Principal Douglas touched on the 
Sir Arthur Currie Memorial Gym- 
nasium, and mentioned that the 
"project will be carried through to 
completion as rapidly as is con- 
sistent with appropriate planning, 
careful designing and economical 
structure." 

Discussing briefly the topic of 
scholarships, Dr. Douglas declared 
that "the belief in opportunity 
which formerly prevailed every- 
where as a result of the great age 
of discovery, the free lands avail- 
able to anyone who elected, to settle 
on them, the wealth of natural re- 
sources whose beneficiation science 
in all its manifestations has made 
possible, and the greater diffusion 
of the availability of capital is, I 
must confess, rightly or wrongly, 
on the decline." 

Revival of Faith. 

"Somehow or other, throughout 
society as a whole, and within the 
contours of our own particular edu- 
cational problem in the universities, 
there must be revived faith in the 
existence of opportunity, faith in 
the prevalence of a fulfillable pro- 
mise of distinction, a belief that 
ability has a destiny to attain, a 
level far above the mean to which 
it may rise," he said. 

Referring to an address he deliv- 
ered before the Graduates' Society 
in Montreal on Founder's day, Dr. 
Douglas again emphasized the faults 
of specialized knowledge. 

University and Democracy. 
"In Montreal, it was urged that 
one of the greatest problems con- 
fronting the university— one of the 
most significant problems confront- 
ing education everywhere-^ the 
integration of the social sciences, the 
human sciences, the development 
of a comprehensive point of view 
among students, the encouragement 
of one discipline to another, of the 
implications of an act taken m one 
field within another, of the need— if 
one is to understand man and it one 
within his own orbit of influence 
and competence is to play a part in 
the social, political and economic 
organism under which nature is to 
be controlled for man's benefits — I 
say of the need, if these things are 
to be done, of developing that very 
profound understanding through the 
whole field of human activity which 
flow from an individual unrtertak- 
ing in but one, . of the imperative 
requirements that there be develop-

Full credit for the victory must 
go to Herb Westman, McGill's un- 
assuming kicker, who brought 
gasps of amazement and admira- 
tion from the thousands of onlook-.

Having access to more- densely popu- 
lated districts and living in an age when 
class distinctions have been largely elimin- 
ated, the young man of 1938 has a wider 
choice than in days gone by. He begins 
looking for his dream-girl, but is frustrated, 
for dream-girls aren't produced any more. 
He is searching for someone who will be a 
wife, not a business partner. After looking 
for a few years, he decides to give marriage 
a try. But his bride is incapable of being a 
good housewife because of her lack of edu- 
cation in this field. So it is not long before 
there is unhappiness in the little "love- 
-„"nest," the embryo home descends to the 
level of an institution, and the husband 
retires to his tavern. The divorce court is 
the last scene before the blackout. 

What can be done -to remedy this sit- 
uation? Something has been done already 
in 14 American colleges. These universi- 
ties have instituted coursés which deal with 
/fie problems encountered in marriage. In 
the lectures students are taught the man- 
agement of a home, how to balance a bud- 
get, perhaps most important of all, they are 
taught certain physiological facts concern- 
ing venereal diseases and birth' control, 



The following idea for a skit in the Red ana 
White Revue is not our own, but is being pre- 
sented here with permission of the copyright 
owner, a publicity man. 

Publicity men are queer creatures. The 
ones who may be seen down In the Daily of- 
fice pestering the Night Editor just before 
First Copy goes down to the Printers are not 
the real publicity artists. They are just the 
cross which newspapermen have to bear for 
their sins. No; the true publicity man Is a 
creative genius who Is-paid simply to gaze out 
of the office window from nine till five every 
day. Once a year, perhaps, this window-gaz- 
ing results in the birth of a great idea which 
saves the firm thousands of dollars, and the 
window-gazer more than earns his salary. 

If you are fortunate enough to be around 
when such a publicity man Is having his Idea, 
then Indeed you can boast that you have seen 
a sight beside which the fury of Vesuvius 
in eruption, the beauty of the Taj Mahal at 
sunset, and the awfulness of the Grand Can- 
yon pale into insignificance. 

You see, for a whole year the man has been 
sitting tranquilly smoking his pipe and gazing 
forth at the bustle of the city several storeys 
below him. Hé hasn't moved, except to go out 
for his three hours at lunch or to shift his 
foot to a more comfortable position on the 
radiator or to make a doodle on a scratch pad 
by his side. He hasn't bestirred himself to do 
a stroke of work for a whole year. 

BIRTH OF IDEA. 

Then suddenly, the dynamo in his skull be- 
gins to whirl. The hum of cogitation Is faintly 
perceptible. It rises to a steady drone, like an 
aeroplane engine which has found its stride. 
Secretaries, warned of the approaching crisis 
by thèse unmistakable signs, hang out a sign 
saying, "PATERNITY WARD. QUIET 
; PLEASE!" Two or three typewriters, several 
hundred pads and pencils, neatly sharpened, 
and a dictaphone are provided. Not even the 
genius himself knows just how his idea may 
want to express itself. 

This tense state of expetancy continues for 
about a week. Then the idea POPS! Trembl- 
ing, the secretaries hang around outside the 
room listening to the fearful sounds of toil that 
emerge. You see, the genius is expending 365 
days' accumulated energy in one feverish burst 
of less than 24 hours. The explosion which re- 
sults has not yet been measured in ergs, and 
scientists are in doubt as to whether any ma- 
chine now in existence is capable of measuring 
such a stupendous expenditure of vitality. 

As soon as the tumult and the shouting 
die, the secretaries hasten in. (The genius is 
carted off in an ambulance for three months' 
complete rest.) After the secretaries have 
picked up and sorted the papers, both in typ- 
ing and manuscript, with which the room is 
packed knee high, there is found, in addition 
to the great idea (usually a million dollar pub- 
licity campaign by which the firm will make 
five million dollars' worth of business), an 
average of five histories of the company, several 
biographies of the president, a love-life bio- 
graphy of the publicity agent (illustrated), five 
or six novels, a dozen plays, pamphlets on the 
evils of drink, of work, of publicity, and one 
or two slim volumes of light verse. 

Now in the course of one of these annual 
bouts, the publicity man of whom we spoke at 
the beginning of this article tossed off this idea 
of a skit for the Red and White Revue. 

MUSICAL CHAIRS. 

We ourselves have been suggesting skits to 
the Red and White Revue for some years now. 
In collaboration with a number of other pub- 
licity men on the campus we even wrote a skit 
for the darn show. As usual our advice was ig- 
nored. Consequently, the Red and White has 
laid an egg every year for the past three years 
at least. It will continue to do so, but we offer 
at least one minor suggestion which, if adopted, 
will help to make this year's presentation a lit- 
tle less like the more ghastly of the minor cab- 
aret revues with which the faithful followers 
of the midnight arts in this city are nightly 
affronted. 

The idea is, like all great "tours de force," 
very simple. It is based on the well-known 
fact that no two of the swivel chairs used in 
offices squeak alike. If a score or more of 
these chairs are arranged in a row across the 
stage, the sitters can, by leaning back in the 
proper order, produce a series of squeaks to 
sound like a tune. As a matter of fact, one 
chair alone, manipulated by an agile person, 
can be made to sound like an orchestra tuning 
up. Why then, cannot a number of these chairs, 
specially selected for, their fine pitch of squeak, 
be made to play "Flat Foot Floogie", and a hun- 
dred or so be arranged to render Tschaikowsky's 
Fifth? 

One might have such a scene as is beloved 
of Hollywood: a room full of desks and typing 
stenogs. Suddenly, the typing stops. In the 
sudden silence one chair squeaks. Everybody 
on the stage laughs. Then the whole front row 
squeak in rapid succession, to find that their 
squeaks are arranged according to the notes of 
the scale. Again, there is a little laugh from 
the stenogs. Then they experiment further. 
There are one or two errors at first, but they 
succeed in getting through "Put on your Red 
and White Sweater." Then they start hitting 
on all cylinders— sorry, we mean, chair springs. 
Before they are. through, they might even be 
able to get through the latest hit of the Red 
and White without putting their musical chairs 
off key trying to reproduce the wierd notes put 
in by the song writer. 

As a matter ot fact, this idea is really too 
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good for the Red and. White. The more we 
think of it. the more we are of the ODinion 
that Hollywood should have a chance to try it. 
Then it would be done on a grand scale, with 
real music, good-looking stenogs, and above all, 
a sincere efort to make it entertaining. None of 
these qualities have characterized any of the 
Red and White Revues we've seen. 

We're still printing this Idea, because it has 
just occurred to us that the executive of the 
Red and White wouldn't accept it anyway. 
They'd probably die of shame if a single gag in 
one of their shows turned out to be original. 




SOLILOQUY OF AN AMOEBA. 

Nay, but this hypothesis of mine! .... and 
yet, what if no one did think of It before. 
For when I consider our existence in this new 
light I see everywhere the patent truth of it, and 
I can see my past convictions as nothing but 
the stagnant effect of custom and the inability 
to think things out. 

Is an amoeba in anything, in form or sub- 
stance, radically different from other creatures 
living? Why, no. This idea of the special crea- 
tion of an amoeba was the result of our own 
short-sightedness and conceit. Now I see the 
development of the amoeba as a gradual and 
progressive change from the lowest form of life, 
which is man, to the highest, that which gives 
the greatest efficiency with the minimum of 
effort. 

This evolution is as one would expect it. The 
first manifestation of life on this earth was In 
a large body clumsily constructed, such as 
man's. There was a great variety of organs and 
a consequent waste of energy: special parts for 
locomotion, for alimentation, for digestion, for 
spacial perception, all resulting in a hurly-burly 
of confusion and inefficiency. 

But .with time these faults were eliminated 
in the higher forms of life, and going up the 
scale we find more and more concentration 
simplicity and unity of function. Thus, whereas 
man talks with his hands and mouth, the bird 
uses only the vocal organs; the animals employ 
feet for walking and hands for other uses, but 
in the higher species the feet alone serve both 
purposes; then, going up to the fish, everything 
is done with neither feet nor hands, and so on 
to the .amoeba. ( 

As a first rude embodiment for life, man 
was certainly fashioned a very awkward and 
inadequate creature. He is further handicapped 
by that elastic and infirm faculty, his intelli- 
gence. All this confusion caused by his multi- 
tude of organs is concentrated into one place 
when the mind and intelligence of man were 
created. This intelligence Is a gap between the 
cause and the effect, the need and the action, 
producing a state of unstable equilibrium 
wherein the creature wavers to and and fro 
without a definite and immediate end. 

It is true that this often leads to a certain 
unity of ends. But it produces its unity of ends 
in many crazy delusions, vanities, errors of 
ignorance and judgment, all of which consti- 
tute a horrible chaos known as human society. 
It produces religious dogmatism and persecu- 
tion, it produces the wholesale butchery of the 
race by war, and it produces misery and un- 
happiness of a million sorts, not the least of 
which are political tyranny, starvation, and in- 
dustrial slavery. 

Contrast with this the amoeba, in which 
every stimulus has its corresponding reaction 
which is perfectly adapted to its personal hap- 
piness and the survival of the race. What a dif- 
ference! 

Yes, I seem to see it clearer and clearer. 
Man is the most confused, unstable, unpredict- 
able, and miserable of creatures living, and it is 
true that among the organisms, the nearer we 
come to the amoeba the smaller the size and the 
more perfect and precise the whole construc- 
tion. Our simple sac of protoplasm and Its 
nucleus can quickly react, easily divide, and 
die without pain. We fear no. death and we 
make no gods. We are certainly fortunate that 
we know how to use our powers in their proper 
and natural way without the vices that other 
creatures possess.

man stood out in defensive plays, 
knocking down many of Varsity's 
26 attempted forward passes. The 
vaunted passing ability of Cam 
Gray was held to only six com- 
pletions by the agility and judg- 
ment of the McGill backfield, and 
the outside wings, who forced Gray 
to throw without getting properly 
set. 

Bob Keefer performed very 
well, running well and intercepting 
forward passes at the proper time. 
Russ Merifield played a steady 
game, making those sure-handed 
catches despite the railings of the 
crowd. Ronnie Perowne played a 
masterful game, climaxing his per- 
formance with a brilliant run for 
40 yards in the late minutes of the 
game to put the ball on Varsity's 
one-yard line. Telford took a plunge 
to barely cross the goal-line for 
McGill's first major score of the 
season. This gave McGill a nine- 
point lead, which was whittled 
down to three in the next few 
seconds. 

Varsity Scores Touchdown. 

With three minutes of play left 
in the final quarter, Varsity kicked 
off. Merifield received the ball 
about McGill's 10-yard line and ran 
nicely for fifteen yards where two 
Blue tacklers hit h\m very hard. 
The ball fell to the ground and all 
three players pounced on it simul- 
taneously. After the pile-up was 
assorted, the ball was awarded to 
Varsity. The decision was received 
with rather mixed feelings by the 
watchers and Captain Lou Ruschin, 
rather incensed at- the decision, 
argued lengthily and wordily with 
the referees. The latter also became 
incensed and saw fit to penalize 
McGill ten- yards. On the next play 
Cam Gray rifled a pretty pass to 
Shuken who was just over the goal- 
line and just inside the off-side line 
to give Varsity a touchdown. This 
was the first time a major score 
had been made on the Red team 
in two years. 

The factor which allowed Varsity 
to offset some of the long gains in 
exchanges by Westman's great 
kicks was the stellar performance 
of Lou Somers, who played sixty 
minutes, his first lengthy appear- 
ance with Varsity's team. He show- 
ed a clean pair of heels to the 
McGill wings" quite consistently, 
and has promise of being Varsity's 
key running man. He bore the 
brunt of those long lofty Westman 
kicks all by himself, and handled 
them with smooth assurance. 
Costly Toronto Fumble. 

The' most threatening position 
Varsity gained in the game was 
early in the third quarter when 
successive Blue thrusts brought the 
ball to McGill's 24-yard line after 
Cam Gray himself crashed through 
for 15 yards. In a fine position to 
try a placement, the Varsity team, 
since it was only first down and 
holes were being found in the Red 
line, gave the ball to MacQuarrie 
on a plunge. The former McGill 
player went through for clos2 to ten 
yards, but fumbled. McGill recov- 
ered on their 15-yard line. Plunges 
for short gains were taken bj Keef- 
er and Kenny and Westman reliev- 
ed the pressure with a kick some 65 
yards to Varsity's 35-yard stripe. 
That was Varsity's only real oppor- 
tunity. Cam Gray was unable to 
try one of his drop kicks, though 
the ever-present threat of one or 
the possibility of a long completed 
pass made McGill's lead look ever 
slim. 

Andy Anton did not see action 
till the second quarter and was 
nailed before he could get started 
in almost every case. He made one 
run of 15 yards through his favour- 
ite short-end run. On all other oc- 
casions he was thoroughly bottled. 
It was the concentration of players 
on Anton no doubt that allowed 
Perowne to pull a fake Anton play 
and take the ball himself around 
the opposite side for a 40-yard gain. 
McGill Turn In Steady Game. 

The work of the outside wings 
was good, all things considered. To 
blame them for Somers' flashy runs 
would be somewhat unfair. Never- 
theless, Somers broke through often 
enough to cause considerable worry. 
Fortunately, Westman's kicks were 
invariably directed toward the side- 
lines and Varsity's runners hardly 
had a chance to get going before 
they were headed out of bounds. 
Hall's work was outstanding, with 
Chip Drury doing good work on the 
downfield tackling. Jacobson did 
Some Trojan work by rushing Gray 
on his passes, causing inaccurate 
throws or forcing him to ground 
them. 

Rossiter and Beveridge worked 
hard at flying wing with Perry Fos- 
ter doing much of the work in the 
early part of the game, including 
interception of Gray's pass. His 
ailing shoulder caused him to be 
used sparingly during the latter 
part of the game. Russ Merifield 
was hit hard on the head in the 
first half and suffered from a pe- 
culiar double-vision, though feeling 
perfectly all right otherwise. Meri 



field was able to come back with 
proper perspective shortly after the 
start of the second half. His sure 
catches riled the Toronto fans, who 
kept praying for a fumble on the 
McGill backfield. No fumble came. 

Play opened after the McGill and 
Varsity bands jointly rendered the 
universities' songs. McGill's cheer- 
leaders, in their new sweaters, cut 
a very pretty picture and outnum- 
bered Varsity's 5 to 3. The McGill 
spirit was very keen and the sup- 
port was very vociferous. 

Westman Opens Scoring 

Ruschin opened the game with a 
kickoff which Cam Gray promptly 
returned to Keefer who was down- 
ed on McGill's 42-yard line. After 
plunges by Telford and Perowne. 
Westman's kick was muffed by Mac- 
Quarrie and Hall pounced on the 
ball with remarkable speed to give 
McGill possession on Varsity's 20- 
yard line. Westman kicked on sec- 
ond down, a high looping kick over 
the goal-line which he tried to get 
himself for a touchdown. Scott 
barely beat him to it, but Westman 
made the tackle to give McGill its 
first point by rouge. 

With the ball going to Varsity's 
25-yard line on the play, the Blues 
kicked early to centre-field. Fol- 
lowing an exchange of kicks West- 
man intercepted Gray's pass, ran 
some fifteen yards, then passed at 
the right time to Foster who ran 
the ball to Varsity's 34-yard line. 
A completed pass from Westman to 
Merifield gained eight and then 
Westman hoisted over the dead-line 
for McGill's second point, bringing 
the ball out of Varsity's 40-yard 
line. 

Toward the end of the quarter, 
Gray threw a 30-yard completed 
pass to Somers. This put Varsity 
in striking distance for a score, 
which they did on Gray's kick. 
Merifield was rouged to bring the 
score at quarter-time: McGill 2 
Varsity 1. 

Second Quarter. 

The second quarter was featured 
by a long high kick which includ- 
ing the bounding went over 80 yards 
before it was taken by a Varsity 
man. Merifield tossed a pretty 50- 
yard pass which dribbled just out 
of the clutching hands of Jacobson 
and Keefer, who were standing over 
Varsity's goal-line. Varsity took 
penalties of ten yards for two in- 
completed forwards on successive 
plays. Westsman's kicks were going 
over the heads of MacQuarrie and 
Somers. The crowd was amazed by 
his distances. 

Anton's entrance into the game 
did not prove to be the boon that 
was expected. He made negligible 
gains. Men were wearied quickly 
by the excessive heat and Prestie 
Robb, playing very fine football, 
took repeated beatings. Westman 
and Keefer were stepping into Var- 
sity passes at appropriate times. 

McGill showed no effort at at- 
tack other than by kicks, but every 
Varsity thrust was thwarted com- 
pletely. Play in the first half was 
not exciting. It was tense due to 
the slim lead and the attempted 
forwards of Varsity, but McGill's 
play was cautious and masterful. 
The half-time score was 3-1. Var- 
sity had moved the yardsticks some 
ten times while McGill failed to 
move them once. 

Second Half. 

McGill's attack through scrim- 
mage proved much more effective 
in the last half, with the line show- 
ing considerable improvement. The 
pace of play quickened gradually 
and the excitement advanced to a 
corresponding degree. Jacobson 
made some fine rushing attempts 
through Varsity's defence to put 
Gray off his stride and ground his 
forward passes. 

Play in the third quarter was 
more even on the ground though 
Westman's hoists were still impres- 
sive and maintained that average 
11-yard difference per kick that 
the statistics show. There was no 
score in the third and the fourth 
quarter was uneventful except for 
desperate Varsity attempts to click 
on a long forward, until the bril- 
liant climax with four minutes of 
play left. 

Anton then made his fifteen yard 
gain through the side. Varsity men 
were straight-armed but he was 
finally forced out of bounds. Two 
rouges were scored in quick order 
to bring the score to 5-1. The lead 
did' not seem entirely adequate, as 
the tension increased with the frc' 
quency of Varsity's forward passes. 
The epic-making four minutes was 
started when Perowne made his 
great run.

BY ARMY PLATOON 



McGill C.O.T.C. Sees Dem- 
onstration of Tactics to 
Break Opposition 



A demonstration of the tactics of 
a platoon in the attack, was given 
to the officers and senior non-com- 
missioned officers of the Military 
District No. 4 (Montreal and the 
Eastern Townships) by a platoon 
from "D" Company, Royal Can- 
adian Regiment, Permanent Force, 
stationed 8t St. Johns. Que. About 
40 officers. N.C.O.'s, and candidates 
for "A" (lieutenant) and "B ' (cap- 
tain) Certificates from McGill CO. 
T.C. were present to study the ma- 
noeuvres. 

The exhibition assault was under 
the supervision of Major Campbell, 
D.S.O., of the R.C.R., and Captain 
Charles Chauveau, Royal 22nd 
Regiment, General Staft Officer (3) 
M.D. 4. 

The platoon was acting as a van- 
guard on the advance of a batta- 
lion, marching along Cote St. Luc 
from the direction of the Hamp- 
stead Golf and Country Club to- 
wards Notre Dame de Graces. It 
was held up by enemy fire from 
the left flank and so had to dis- 
lodge the enemy from their posi- 
tion. The lessons given were on the 
use of scouts, guards and the vari- 
ous weapons covering fire, includ- 
ing the new mortar. Problems were 
set on reconnaissance, the forma- 



tion of a plan and the issue of 
orders. 

The tactics of advance, leading up 
to the final assault by a charge of 
fixed bayonets and the dislodge- 
ment of the hostile forces were ably 
shown. The attack completed, final 
consolidation against counter-attack 
was effected and the battle was 
successfully completed.
